— FORMAL WITHDRAWAL 

of Albania from the Warsaw 
Pact yesterday was a gesture rather 
than a ‘new fact in the international 
situation, for the small Mediterran- 
ean country has long been anti- 
Kremlin in-its policies. But even 
so, the step may rightly be assessed 


as a sizable debit in Russia’s inter-~ 


national account: the Warsaw Pact 
has theoretically been weakened and 
the Tirana-Peking axis has been 
strengthened. The importance of 
this may be more evident in the 
crucial days that lie ahead for world 
communism. The crumbling _con- 
tinues on the fringe of the Iron 
Curtain. ‘ 

This-is-so-even though the same 
day saw further capitulation in 
Prague, where Parliament, under 
pressure of the Russians, passed 
laws abolishing freedom of the press 
and freedom of assembly. These two 
rights are always the first targets 
of tyranny, for where the freedom 
to gather and the freedom to, pub- 
lish_ criticism do not exist, the 
authority of a foreign oppressor or 
of a domestic dictator can have free 
rein. 

Shortly after the Red Army im- 
posed its censorship on Czechoslo- 
vakian news media a further com- 
plaint came from Moscow, that 
Czech writers were conveying: opin< 
ions between the lines, so that other- 
wise innocent reports or comments 
carried an opposite meaning. Now 
even that medium of commiunication 
will be denied Czechoslovakian patri- 
ots, but the very manner of its going 


-.__. js -as-plain an-admission-of Russian~ 


defeat as could be devised. The self- 
criticism that now will come from 
Czechoslovakian leaders will fool no 
one, the confessions of “rashness 
and imbalance” issuing from Pre- 
mier Cernik and Mr. Dubcek will 
be rightly interpreted throughout 
Europe, and nowhere more clearly 
than in the East, where double-talk 
and enforced statements are tools 
of the ideological trade. 


But equally recognizable will be 
the genuineness of Albania’s declara- 
tion of a formal break with the mili- 
tary alliance of Russia and its satel- 
lites, and the scarcely veiled impli- 
cation that military retaliation by 


Russia would trigger support for_ 
Albania from Red China. This de- 


velopment does not, of course, make 
sudden democratic heroes out of the 
Albanians. They are still the sub- 
jects of a tightly ruled Communist 
regime, and dependent on a very 
questionable. tie-up with Peking. 
But they, with Yugoslavia, are living 
proof that the Comintern—Russia’s 
great concept of unified world-wide 
Communist domination —has not, 
and is not likely to, become a reality. 


Czechoslovakia is a much more 
strategically placed bulwark in the 
Soviet western defences than was 
Albania, and so will have much 
more difficulty in making its escape. 
But the light that flared there so 
briefly is not totally extinguished. 
When the changes that have oc- 
curred in communism in the last 20 
years are considered, the next two 
decades appear filled with promise

Can‘t Ignore Risks 

None of this could be easily or quickly 
accomplished.-It would ‘be foolhardy to 
disregard the risks and the political 
price to be paid.

Take a close look at the blades of the 
kelp and you may find living there one of 
the colonies of Bryozoa, These look like a 
grey circle with tiny dark spots in the 
centre; each circle is an individual 
animal. 

Examine the blade more closely and 
perhaps you will find .a minute yellow 
dot-like substance. This could be an egg 
of a small snail that lives amongst the 
kelp. 7 

in some places where the water is 


deep and there is a rocky bottom the 
kelp plant will grow to 90.feet in length, 
none of the..seaweeds has any roots, 
but they grow a holdfast to keep them 
anchored to the bottom. As you -wan- 
der back take a close look at the clay 
banks. See the many strata that were 
laid down by the receding glacier of long 
ago. At the top is the overburden 
containing the living plants and the- soil, 
then perhaps a layer of brown clay, then 
a layer of gravel. This will change again 
perhaps to a band of sand, then again to 
a clay that has many smooth, water- 
worn rocks embedded in it.

“The hell of it is,” he said, 
“that the problem fon any 
given day at the White House) 
isn't inteHectual” at all. 

This, suggested Roche, who 
is leaving the White House to 
return to his professorship of 
history and politics at 
Brandeis University, is as it 
should be in a world where 
quick decisions are constantly 
required.

A federal commissioner recently’ expressed an 
opinion typical of the “hopelessness approach” to city 
problems when he said, “We cannot, even if we would, 
dismantle the urban complex”. I disagree completely. 

The overgrown urban complex must be: selec- 
tively dismantled and dispersed if we are to cure the 


ills of the megalopolis. 


Halt of the people in the 
United States live on one per 
cent of the land, and there is 
a continual drift to the big 
cities. Urban renewal encour- 
ages the increase in the size 
of the cities. 

Two or three storey slum 
buildings are torn down, and 
sterile, high-rise, so-called low- 
cost housing more 
people into the centre of the 
city than ever before, com- 
pounding the problem.

Need More Urgent 
In Rest of World 


If the need for dispersal fs 
urgent in the United States, it 
is even more urgent in the 
world as a wile, especially 
in those countries where the 
birth rate is much higher. 

Let us look ahead and 
suppose that thé world popu- 
lation, if we do nothing about 
population control, reaches 15 
billion by A. D, 2068. And let 
us assume that our technology 
permits us to build cities on 
any solid land, from Antarc- 
tica to the tropics, from 
desert to rain forest. 

The area of all the conti- 
nents is about 2,300 million 
acres. If we built cities of 
controlied size, dispersed 
throughout the world, there 
would be 60,000 cities of a quar- 
ter of a million people each, 
such city would be surrounded 
by 40,000 acres, or 64 square 
miles of open land. The al- 
ternative of allowing the pres- 
ent big cities to grow un- 
Planned, would mean that 
vast tracts of the earth’s sur- 


face would be uninhabited and 
the urban complexes would be 
intolerable. 


The advent of atomic power 
opens up the possibility of 
building verdant cities even in 
desert areas, if these areas 
are near the sea. An atomic 
Plant which would generate a 
million kilowatts of electricity 
could distil 500 million gaHons 
of fresh water from seawater 
and, from the residue, make 
enough fertilizer to grow the 
food to feed the entire popula- 
tion of ten cities the size of 
the proposed experimental 
city. 

We must try these schemes 
and others that “will-~emerge. 
The place to try them is in 
new experimental, dispersed 
cities, such as that envisaged 
in the Minnesota plan. 


Placed 100 Miles 
From Other Centres 


Early in planning the Min- 
nesota Experimental City we 
Set some: guidelines. (1) The 
ultimate maximum population 
would be.a quarter of a 
million.

All the buildings in the 


Experimental City will be 
constructed of the newest 
light-weight materials, and 
modular techniques of 
assembly will be used. The 
average useful life of a 
building has been estimated to 
be between 20 and 30 years. 

AH buildings in the Experi- 
mental City will be designed 
with this in mind, and 
methods of construction that 
leave permanent outmoded 
monuments~or tater require 
the services of the wrecking 
crew willbe abandoned. We 
will get away from the idea of 
building forever and, instead, 
will build for living, recogniz- 
ing that people have continu- 
e@lly changing desires. 

The disassembly of build. 
ings will resemble the dis- 
assembly of an erector set. 
Reusable components of the 
building will be swallowed by 
the city’s substructure. There 
will be no cluttering of streets 
with cranes and other moving 
equipment, In building new 
structures, the process will be 
reversed... Materials will _ be. 
lifted from the substructure 
into the middle of the site, 
and adjacent activities will 
not be disturbed.’ 


Certain parts of the Experi- 


mental City probably will be 
domed, so that the advantages 
and disadvantages of totally 
enclosed cities can be deter- 
mined. It is our current view 
that not all of the city should 
‘be domed. Doming only a part 
of it will enable us to 
determine. the extremes of 
climate under which total 
enclosure is economical and 
acceptable. 


One of the most pressing 
problems of our urban living 
is transportation and the use, 
care, parking, and garaging of 
the private automobile. : 


Transport Without 
The Side Effects 


How can we provide people 
with a transportation system 
that facilitates the desirable 
social relationships which 
constitute the joy of city living 
yet does not have undesirable 
Side effects? 

What people basically like 
about the private automobile 
is the fact that it is a small 
pod and gives them a_ sense 
of privacy- ina. world where 
any kind of privacy-is becom- 
ing a scarce luxury. They also 
like the automobile because it 
takes them from where they 
are to where they want to go 
without stopping where every- 
body else wants to stop.

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Movements ‘Too Slick’ 
To Bring Out Nielsen 


By BERYL PROUDMAN 

Nielsen; Clarinet Concerto; 
Symphony No, 2, Benny Geod- 
man; Morton Gould; Chicage 
Symphony LM 2920, 


Musicologists have nothing 
but praise for Carl Nielsen so 
why do so few people outside 
Denmark appreciate his 
music? 

For one thing, he was so 
overshadowed by the popular 
giant Sibelius, that only a 
complete separation of the 
two Scandinavian composers, 
both born in 1865 but so 
dissimilar, can result in a just 
aporaisal of Nielsen. 

Hig disinterest in the 
romanticism of his day and 
his daring experiments with 
tonality, may have fostered 
the idea that he is a difficult 
“modern” composer. This un- 
founded blanket judgment 
may have put people off and 
prevented many from enjoy- 
ing his compositions. 

FRESH APPROACH 

His modernity lies in his 
fresh approach to what he 
most’ admired in Bach, 
Mozart and Brahms and in a 
forward-looking concern with 
the problems of the world he 
lived‘in rather than a senti- 
mental. exaggeration of past 
events or impractical dreams. 

He never wanted to be 
thought of as “‘difficult"’ so that 
where his imagination led him 
into tonal experiments he made 
sure that his musie should 
never assault the ears with 
harsh_sounds and he never 
courted complexities which 
would make his work un- 
palatable, 

Because there are so few 
recordings available of the 
Clarinet Concerto and the 
Second Symphony, this one by 
Morton Gould and Benny 
Goodman is. welcome though 
not completely satisfactory.

To him music was the sound 
of life and every composition 
a journey of adventure which 
set out from one point and 
strove towards another. 

So few of his compositions 
began and ended in the same 
key that the Clarinet Con- 
certo, one of his last works, is 
unusual in that the key of F 
dominates, 

A constant battle between E 
and F throughout the con- 
certo lends interest. to its 
tonality but the harmonies are 
so subtly wrought that no 
harsh discord arises. 

As a compliment to the five 


musicians who had premiered 
his. wind quintet, Nielsen 
planned to write & concerto to 
each that would suit - his 
instrument and temperament. 
Unfortunately he died when he 
had only ‘written one for flute 
and this great clarinet con- 
certo, 

The music describes Aage 
Oxenvad, to whom it was 
dedicated, as a moody, often 
agitated man with an under- 
lying sweetness and sincerity. 

Broad themes underlie the 
competitive interplay between 
soloist and orchestra and knit 
the work into an impressive 
unit. ; 

This concerto is one of the 
most difficult for a clarinetist 
to play and, at first discon- 
certingly different to listen to. 
Its charm and obvious great- 
ness compel one to listen to 
it several times until greater 
familiarity brings fuller com- 
prehension. 

Benny Goodman plays with 
admirable competence but the 
balance is arranged in such a 
way that every breath he 
takes is audible and the 
listener is too well aware of 
the difficulties he is surmount- 
ing to enjoy the overall effect 
of the work.

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They Went to the Outside Inn 


In Victoria's Beerless Years 


During a discussion of the sinking of the Cunard liner 
Lusitania, on May 7, 1915, an unfortunate remark was made in 
the beer parlor of the Kaiserhauf Hotel on Blanshard Street. 

As a result, the interior of the German-owned hotel was 
left a shambles as patrons threw furniture into the street. A 
piano, keys spewing, was “hurled through a window. 


The Kaiserhauf never 
served any more beer. Not 
even after it re-opened as ‘The 


Cecil. Today—renamed The 
Kent Apartment Hotel—it’s a 
very se@ate residence for 


elderly Victorians. 

More than any other inci- 
dent, the Kaiserhauf riot was 
symbolic of the way Victoria 
crashed the. dreariest 
period of its existence, Beer

then until 1954. 

Although Victoria‘ was not 
entirely dry (Government 
liquor stores were open until 8 
p.m. each evening), in order 
to wet nis chops with foam 
and ferment, a resident had to 
cross the border into Esqui- 
malt.

Three pubs quickly pros- 
pered from their increased 
patronage: Halfway House, 
The Coach and Horses, and 
The Esquimalt Hotel. 

Béer drinkers ‘Whd" were 
often also straphangers could 
take the number four street- 
car_and hit all three and then 
make a dash back to the 
Halfway for a final swig on 
the way home. 

The last streetcar left out- 
side The Esquimalt (also 
called End House) at 11:45 
p.m. which worked out fine 
since the pub closed at 11:30. 
Anyone waiting until the last 
dreg was drunk ended up on 
the last car which only went 
as far as the B.C. Electric 
carbarns at Pembroke and 
the Esquimalt pubs were soon 
Government. 


Regular Victoria patrons of 
the Esquimalt pabs were soon 
joined by tourists from the 
CPR steamship tours. who 
dumped their passengers piti- 
lessly on Victoria's arid 
shores.

Halfway House burned down 
and has been replaced; The 
Coach and Horses. is now the 
Chief Petty Officers’ Mess; 
and The Esquimalt Hotel— 
which was eventually envelop- 
ed by the naval yard—has 
been torn. down. 


However, there are still 
Outside Inns of charm and in 
this article I would like’ to 
take the reader for a tour of 
some of them. 

Standing . almost to the 
sidewalk, the former Halfway 
House was an imposing struc- 
ture. It did a roaring trade 
when sailors from the dry San 
Francisco area docked their 
ships at the Outer Wharf and 
ran panting into the beverage 
room. 

George ‘‘Joker’’ Paton. held 
forth here until he left to 
operate the British Public 
Schools Club in April, 1936. 


The new Halfway was built 
in 1941 and is now operated by 
George Laak. The spacious 
Tudor-style pub features a 
live girl who fashions hot beef 
sandwiches on French bread 
inside a~glassed-in rotisserie 
from 11:45 to 10:30 daily. 

An—unfeatured_attraction-at 
the 856 Esquimalt Road loca- 
tion is the— ladies’. powder 
room, claimed to be the 
fanciest in the country. 

This is not first-hand infor- 
mation but was conveyed to 
me by a member of the 
opposite sex who intimated it 
“was worth the trip just to 
see it!’’

Bob Benson, whose father built the original, 


Two ‘popular outside inns are the Sooke. River

Little remains of the former 
building except an attractive 
fireplace recently rebuilt by 
Bob Benson, It dominates the 
northwest wall upstairs. 

By asking permission of 
Chief -R. E. Utley you can get 
a look at the old basement 
Storage room which now 
houses a games room and bar 
dubbed The Coach N’ Forces. 


The fireplace in the Tudor 
House Hotel at the corner of 
Admirais Road and Esquimalt 
was filled with broken glasses 
after they were raised in 
Salute to the allies at the end 
of World War II. 


It only happens once at the 
end of a World War and 
owner-host .Mickey Pearce is 
not looking forward to another 
one. 


The Tudor House building 
used to be a sailor’s home and, 
according to-Mickey, it’s still 
@ sailor’s home. With its 350 
seats, it’s a large navy house. 
When the fleet is in the 
circular racks around the 
pillars are filled to overflow- 
ing with gob’s headgear. 

That's not all that willbe 
full if George Craig, 29 years 
at the same tap, has anything 
to say about it. 

The mens’ side of The 
Tudor House is a_ classic 
example of what can be done 
with a dirty, old Canadian 
beer-parlor. With its gold and 
brown “wallpaper, dark blue 
carpet and deep, comfortable 
leatherette chairs and 
lounges, it is. even more 
tastefully appointed than the 
ladies’ side. 

. 


The feature wall on the la- 
dies’ side is covered by a giant 
Viking ship, carved by .a 
Vancouver man. It took him 
two years 'to do, says Mickey. 

Elsewhere, bronze shields 
and swords adorn the walls 
and these ldok so authentic 
it’s. surprising they haven't 
been taken up in anger. But 
Miekey runs a tight ship with 
a fast lip for his shipmates. 

One of the first places the 
Mmavy rings during emergency 
recall. is the Tudor House. 
“Then all these gobs head for 
the bush,” Mickey says. 
“Especially if it’s a Friday 
night.

It was. built 
by a man of that name and 
was formally opened for busi- 
ness on February 16, 1855 with 
what was described as a 
“grand spree’’ in the diary. of 
Robert Melrose, a Craigflower 
pioneer, 


The front part of the 
building is. original. The Six 
Mile House is now run and 
owned by Red and Archie 


McMillan, well-known Victoria- 
area sports figures. 

Both were in the publishing 
business before they became

publicans: Archie was a 
stereotyper for Victoria Press 
for 15 years and Red worked 
for 12 years as a bookbinder 
for The Queen’s Printer. 


The B.C. Lions, a sometime 
football club, have been 
known to roar in here after 
working out at nearby Royal 
Roads. and ‘‘put back on all 
the pounds they took off that 
day,’’ saysRed.

“K Fecent American patron 
confessed to a liking for the 
winding country road leading 
to Sooke. ‘In the States we'd 
advertise it as a tourist

It’s unlikely such praise was 
heaped on the first.Sooke to 
Metchosin road built in 1854 
by Indian laborers who were 
paid $8 a month. The first 
bridge over the Sooke River 
was completed in 1872. It was 
339 feet long and took 55,000

That original bridge has 
long’ since disappeared but it 
is across the present bridge 
that we make our ‘next stop, 
The Sooke River Hotel.

— first layman ever to head 
the United Church of Canada

As @ highly skilled surgeon, 
he has worked with the 
world’s needy and’ suffering 
for 43 years. In that time he 
has run mission hospitals in 
China, ministered to Arab 
refugees on the Gaza Strip 
and, fcr the past 13 years, has 
operated a United Church of 
Canada Hospital at Ratlam, 
India.

He vaccinated 100,000 children 
and organized birth control 
programs at 212 mission hos- 
pitals throughout India.

™" Highway Widening 
_- , Details Announced

Highways Minister Wesley Black Friday after- 
noon released details of a $5 million plan to widen 


Patricia Bay Highway’s existing route by the spring 


of 1970 with vehement assurances it will only “be 
an interim measure” and. not kill intentions to build 


a new turnpike. 

“T.want to be 1,000 per cent 
honest with the people we're_ 
dealing with — that is the 
press and John Q Public,"’ he 
said. 

“The key word in this is 
that it is purely an interim 
measure, 

“L want to give people the 
assurance that we will con- 
tinue to study a new route and 
this is an interim measure 
only but we have to move 
quickly to meet the congestion 
now.” 

Mr. Black said the widening 


program—will which include 


~Slevated Taiips at Quadra and 


West Saanich Road junctions 
but not at Weiler Road as 
requested by Sidney — should 
relieve -pressure—on—-the 
present route “for at least 
five years.” 

He said a completely new 
highway would still be worth 
building even after the new 
investment in the existing 
road because traffic volumes, 
are rising about 10 per cent 
annually. 


Wide Division Eventually 


With - two roads _ provided 
eventually, each route could 
be made into a one-way 
artery with the consequent 
loop divided by a wide stretch 
of countryside, he suggested. 

Mr. Black added that he 
“had no choice’ but to order 
the—widening instead of the 
new highway now beeause 
traffic yolumes have reached 
up to 22,000 vehicles a day on 
stretches of the present road 
and a crash-program was 
needed. 

He said a new route would 
have required at least six 
months just to buy right-of- 
way before construction’ could 
begin so it was impracticable 
because of the resulting delay. 

Work will begin on . some 
parts of the widenirig within a 
few days but all the work 


likely won't be finished until 
about the spring of, 1970. 

The project has been 
divided into five sections with 
some of the design work still 
to be done. 

The first section involves 
the junction of the Trans- 
Canada Highway and Douglas 
up to Carey Road. 

Mr. Black said the depart- 
ment has several plans it is 
considering for ‘‘siphoning 
off’ some ‘of the Trans- 
Canada traffic before it 
reaches Douglas and also 
aligning the Pat Bay Highway 
entrance better in relation to 
urban traffic. 

But he said he was not 
ready = and may not-be ‘until 
next spring — to make any 
announcements about the first 
section. 


Day Labor for .Inner Stretch 


The second section, running 
@bout 1%. miles from Carey 
Road to Broadmede subdivi- 
sion. (south of the golf driving 
range on the Pat Bay High- 
way) will be widened to four 
lanes by the highways depart- 
ment itself using day labor. 

The third section, from 
Broadmede to Viewmont Road 
opposite Royal Oak Cemetery, 
will be put to a tender call for 
bids by contractors ‘“‘in about 
six to eight weeks’, Mr. 
Black said. 

This 144-mille section will be 
widened to four lanes by the 
contractor with two overhead 
ramps-_to—_be_built to eliminate 
Royal Oak and Quadra cross 
traffic. The first ramp will 
span the highway carrying 
Quadra Street over to the high 
west side of the main road 
where a short connecting 

stretch, parallelling the « high- 
way, will be built to West 
Saanich Road. 

The second ramp will carry 

the highway itself over the 


natural guilty formed by West 
Saanich-Royal Oak roads. 

A departmental engineer 
said ramps will take advan- 
tage of the present contours 
so that the sudden rise of 
Quadra before its junction 
with - the highway will be 
continued into an over pass 
while highway traffic would 
continue on a horizontal plane 
over West Saanich-Royal Oak 
instead of dipping down into 
the gully. 

Mr. Black said there would 
be interconnection provided at 
the ramps so traffic could 
move from the local roads 
onto the highway and back 
but design work has not been 
completed so no artist 
sketches are available to flus- 
trate the plan. 

The fourth highway section 
will be the five-mile stretch 
between Viewmont Road in 
Saanich and Telegraph Road 
in Central Saanich. It also will 
be done by highway . depart- 
ment day labor crews. 


Two Southbound Lanes 


This work will add. one 
complete lane to the existing 
stretches of alternate two and 
three lanes resulting in two 
continuous southbound _ lanes 
to-handie the city-bound ferry 
traffic which has caused 
traffic problems because. of 
its ‘‘platgoning”’ pattern.

Q. Is there a spectacular 
meteor shower due within a 
year?

It is white, a neutral color that doesn’t 
take a chance on whether Charlotte will have a boy or a girl, 
and is finished with a cross-stitch embroidery. An applique 
made in a seal design sits over each ear while the tie-strings 
are made of braided embroidery thread finished in a tassel.

We also saw similar bonnets for a slightly older child. 
These are $8.50 and the ones we saw were red and finished 
with white fox fur. All these bonnets come with the tag 
showing them to be genuine Eskimo craft items and most 
give the area in which they are made. 


Eskimo Motifs on Hand-Made Mittens 


Canadian craft items that make good gifts for men are 
fairly rare since men don't collect knick-knacks the way 
Woollen mittens are ideal for this sort of gift. 
These mittens, like the bonnets I mentioned above, are made 
by the Eskimos. Made of red or white felt-tike material, they 
are finished with embroidery, mostly in the cross-stitch and 
appliques showing the various Eskimo motifs. These mittens 
come in a variety of sizes, but they aren't marked as to size! 
It seems that there has been some problem getting the 
Eskimo women to adopt a standard size so each pair must be 
tried separately. Since each pair of mittens bears the official 
tag and the name of the place where they were made, they 
are good gifts for mailing. 


I adore unusual salt and pepper sets, so it is not unusual 
that I fell in love with the set I saw the other day. This $1.25 
set is made like Indian tom-toms. Leather is stretched across 
the ends of wooden cylinders to farm the top and bottom of 
each set. The leather on one end is punctured to form the 
Shaker.

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Canadian Woman Returns After Vietnam Service - 
Disillusioned With Role in War-Torn Country

Ciaire Culhane’s first im- 
pression of Vietnam was’ that 
it was the. most beautiful 
country she had ever seen— 
greener than Ireland and with 
beautiful beaches. 

As she approached Saigon, 
however, she saw “a great 
wide swath—a strip 20 miles 
long and 400 metres wide 
along Highway Four which 
has been cleared by United 
States _bulidezers that can 
crumble buildings or jungies. 
Nothing will grow there for 10 
years.” 

Six months later she left 
Vienam, disillusioned with 
the project that had drawn 
her away from her Montreal 
home. 

“As far as I'm concerned,” 
she said during a visit to 
Victoria, “for a Canadian to 
consider going to Vietnam to 
aid in any way the civilian 
population today is simply to

Mrs. Culhane is a medical 
records librarian. She went to 
Quang Ngai, 350 miles north 


of Saigon, as a hospital 
administrator with the Cana- 


dian Tuberculcsis Hospital. 


“The idea was that we 
would build and equip a 
hospital,” she explained. 
“Then we would train the 
Viemamese to operate the 
hospital themselves. It didn’t 
quite work out that way. 

“We had only been in 
operation two- months when 
the Tet offensive took place. 
Even though we were not 
attacked at all, the South 
Vietnamese army occupied 
the hospital and used it as a 
firmg base. We had to send 
the patients home.’”’ 

Mrs. Culhane spent more 
time in the provincial hospi- 
tal. “There I found 400 beds 


with approximately 700 occu- 
pants. The hospital was lack- 
ing in supplies of electricity 
and water. There is_ not 
enough water to wash a 
patient down before operating 
on him. A population of 15 
million expected to be served 
by 150. Vietnamese doctors.” 

The first words she learned 
in Vietnamese were “I'm a 
Canadian, not an American,” 
but Mrs. Culhane found . she 
“had to recognize that I was 
part of the American 
presence.”” 

“I had ‘specified when I 
applied that I didn't want to 
be associated with the war 
effort,” she explained. ‘‘I was} 
assured by the Canadian 
external aid department that I 
wouldn’t be.” 

The Americans seemed -to 
have other ideas’ on the 
matter. “The day I decided to 
leave Quang.Ngai the Ameri- 
ean in charge of the provin- 


down to the plane and said, ‘I 
hope you will change your 
mind when you get.to Sdigon 
and come back. We badly 
need people like you to get 
going again.’ He seemed 
surprised when I pointed out, 


‘But I'm not working | for 
you’.”” 
Mrs. Culhane wants to 


return to Vietnam, preferably 
to Quang Ngai, but not while 
the war is on. “‘No one with 
white skin belongs there now. 
The Americans can't unite 
Vietnam; no -outsider can. 
Only the people can do that 
and they haven't had ‘a 
chance. The demarcation line 
was only meant to be tem- 
porary in the first place. It 
means nothing to the Viet- 
namese peasant. Neither does 
communism, All he knows is 
that he wants to live; that his 
belly hurts.” 

In Saigon. Mrs. Culhane 
found the people “utterly 


presence. “It is the degrada- 
tion which happens with any 
people whose country is being 
occupied,”” she said, - “but 
their own dignity shines 
through. They try to live their 
lives with great dignity and 
simplicity.” 

The silver-haired grand- 
mother found the! Vietnamese 
to be “‘a most industrious and 
intelligent people. The 
peasants work seven days a 
week, 12 hours a day. Tet is 
the only holiday in the year. 
When they are herded into 
refugee camps against their 
will because the Americans 
have decided to declare their 
hamlet a free fire zone they 
are most unhappy because 
they are not accustomed to 
doing nothing.” 

To Claire Culhane, Vietnam 
is more than a name and she 
is astonished at the lack of 
interest Canadians show in 
the war. “People get more 
excited about hippies dabbling 


their feet in the fountain,” she 
said, referring to a newscast 
she heard while visiting her 
daughter in Vancouver. 


“To those who state that it 
is impossible for Canada to 
take an independent position 
in Vietnam because the 
American economy owns 60 
per cent of our industry and 
natural resources I would ask: 
Would they be prepared to 
wait until they own 100 per 
cent and the Vietnamese have 
to come to help us?” 


Mrs. Culhane smiled at my 
incredulous look. “I have 
every confidence that the 
Vietnamese will win the war,” 
she said.

Navarre or Bourbon, all skir- 
mishing around and amalga- 
mating and distintgerating for 
such a long time before a 
“shrewd Louis tucked them all 
under bis splendiferous wings 
at Versailles. 


This would appear to indi- 
cate that various—_groups can 
be persuaded to enjoy being 
joiners under optimum condi- 
tions. By this time Cham- 
pagne had joined the club, 
which might have helped. 


Also, from the inspiring 
example of French history, 
we see another method of 
anralgamation. A Charles- {or 
was it a. Louis?) married a 
northern heiress, thus bring- 
ing Brittany into the fold. 


Then, as you may recall, a 
Louis married the widow of 
another Charles to keep Brit- 
tany united to France, even 
though he had to divorce his 
first wife who was a daughter 

of another Louis. 


This system was not a large 
success however, when 
numerous Bonapartes married 
various European royals.

It is not possible to follow 
the whole course of French 
history looking for clues as to 
why a group of feudal states 
should successfully form 
themselves into a _ nation, 
while a federation of English 
and French Canadians’ is 
deemed by you to be doomed 
to failure. 

In fact it becomes more 
puzzling if one considers that 
a section of your homo- 
geneous nation joined the club 
as late as the mid-nineteenth 


| century, when Louis Napoleon 


backed a winner in an Italian 
war and annexed Nice” and 
Savoy as a little reward for 
himself. 

But perhaps you do mot 
regard these people of the 
Midi who speak such impure 
French__as__truly integrated.

3. Events in Indé China ‘and 
Algeria proved the impracti- 
cability of federating with 
colonials, 

Nevertheless there is the 
indisputable fact that 
Savoyards, Bretons, Normans, 
Burgundians and assorted in- 
dependencies, not to mention 
Franks and Gauls, Vikings 
and Visigoths, and earlier (if 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
ts to be believed) Iberians, 
Ligurians, Celts; Germans and 
Latins, eventually federated 
to become France.

October are the main planting 
months in this part of Canada, 
a review of what is termed 


“good preparation” should 
help all of us. 

The two main soil types on 
Southern Vancouver Island 
are clay and gravel. 


Giay holds water, ~ packs 
tightly so that air is excluded, 
and resembles concrete when 
it dries out.-To loosen a clay 
soil sufficiently for cultivated 
plants to thrive requires the 
thorough mixing of humus 
(compost) with the basic clay. 

Particularly important when 
planting treés. and shrubs is 
the breaking up of the subsoil 
to a depth of approximately 
two feet. 


This subsoil is not brought 


te the-surface; bat“ is broken 


into small lumps and mixed 
with half rotted, or coarse, 
compost to keep. the lunips 
apart and increase the drain- 
age. 

The last two wet winters 
have taught us the wisdom of" 
the extra work involved in 
improving drainage. Losses 
among the trees, shrubs, and 
cane fruits have been consid- 
erable, and the only answer 
is improved dyainage. 


Gravelly soils are opposite 
to clay soils. Gravel drains 
freely and provides drought 
conditions in summer. It is 
practically impossible to pro- 
vide sufficient water during 
the dry season to maintain 
adequate growth on cultivated 
plants. 

Strange as it seems, humus 
is again needed, this time to 
make a binder for the gravel 
so that moisture is retained in 
the root area of plants. 

Unless gravel in underlaid 
with an impervious clay, there 
is no need to do more than 
add humus to a reasonable 
depth for the _type of -plants 
“being grown, 

Gardening involves making 
of holes in soil. There are two 
main types of holes used, 
mamely post holes and plant- 
ing holes. 


A post hole is just farge 
enough to admit the post. The 
main idea is not to disturb or 
loosen any more soil 
necessary so that the post will 
remain firm and upright. 

A planting hole involves 
disturbing an area at least 
three times as wide and twice 
as deep as the roots it is to 
receive. 

Disturbing soil to this depth, 
Plus the addition of humus 
for all plants, peat moss or 
seaforest with kelp for acid- 
loving plants, and sand where 
necessary to facilitate faster

drainage, results in consider- 
able settling or sinking of the 
prepared area in the weeks 
following preparation. 

This can be detrimental to 
many plants. If a surface 
rooting! plant sinks two or 
three inches its roots can be 
suffocated and the plant will 
not thrive. 


A tree on aé dwarfing 
rootstock sinking the same 
amount would permit the 
scion to root and overcome 
the dwarding effect of the 
rootstock. E 

Therefore ali planting holes 
should be preparetl two to 
three weeks before actual 
Planting is done. This is work 
to do now in early September. 

Bonemeal is the only fertili- 
zer to incorporate with soil 
when planting in fall and 
since bones are mainly cal- 


to a stout stake driven into 
the soil before tree is placed 
into planting hole. 

Stavdard trees (those on 
their own roots or on non- 
dwarfing roots) and those on 
semi<iwarf rootstocks may 
have stakes removed after 
two years of growth in the 
garden, but those on true 
dwarf rootstocks must always 
be securely staked, because 
they are easily blown over in 
a strong wind.

Water is used when Planting 
any- tree or shrub. While, as 
most gardeners belieye,-the 
plants need water to prevent 
wilting after planting, the 
main ‘purpose of adding water 
to a planting hole is to drive

out air and wash particles of 
soil into close contack with 
invisible root hairs through 
which the plant obtains its 
food and moisture. 
When these fine feeding 
hairs extend into a smail air 
pocket in the soil they quickly 
Shrivel and die, and that is 
the reason so many Plants fail 
to get properly established. 


The best tool for working 
soil closely around “heavy 
roots is the gardeners, Tin- 
gers. Push the soil (which 
must be reasonably dry) 
closely around ail roots, then 
when covered, pour in a pail 
full of water. 

After this has drained away 
add more soil, press it firm 
with the feet, -then a little 
more water. Finish the levél 
with dry loose soil.

The first section involves 
the junction of the Trans- 
Canada Highway and Douglas 
up to Carey Road. 

Mr. Black said the depart- 
ment has several plans it is 
considering for ‘‘siphoning 
off’ some of the Trans- 
Canada traffic before it 
reaches Douglas and also 
aligning the Pat Bay Highway 
entrance better in relation to 
urban traffic. 

But he said he was not 
ready — and may not be until 
next spring — to make any 
announcements about the first 
section. 


Day Labor for Inner Stretch 


“‘Th®.second section, running 
about 1% miles from Carey 
Road -to Sroadmede subdivi- 
sion (south of the golf driving 
range on the Pat Bay High- 
way) will be widened to four 
lanes by the highways depart- 
ment itself using day. labor. 

The ‘third section, from 
Broadmede to Viewmont Road 
opposite Royal Oak Cemetery, 
will be put to a tender call for 
bids by contractors “‘in about 
six to eight weeks"’; Mr. 
Black said. 

This 1%-mile section will.be 
widened to four lanes by the 
contractor with two overhead 
ramps to be built to éliminate 
Royal Oak and Quadra cross 
traffic. The first ramp will 
span the highway 
Quadra Street over to the high 
west side of the main road 
where a_ short connecting 

stretch, parallelling the. high- 
way, will be built to West 
Saanich Road. 

The second ramp will carry 

the highway itself over the

natural gully formed by West 
Saanich-Royal Oak roads. 

A.. departmental engineer 
said ramps will take advan- 
tage of the present contours 
so that the sudden rise of 
Quadra before its junction 
with the highway will be 
continued into an over pass 
while highway traffic would 
continue on a horizontal plane 
over West Saanich-Royal Oak 
instead of dipping down into 
the gully. 

Mr, Black said there would 
be interconnection provided at 
the ramps so traffic could 
move from the local roads 
onto the. highway and back 
but.design work has not been 
completed so no artist 
sketches. are available. To 
ifustrate the plan. 

The fourth. highway section 
will be the five-mile stretch 
between Viewmont Road in 
Saanich and Telegraph Road 
in Central Saanich. It also will 
be done by highway depart- 
ment day labor crews. 


Two Southbound Lanes 


This work will add one 
complete lane to the existing 
stretches of alternate two and 
three Janes resulting im two 
contindous southbound laries 
to handle the city-bound ferry 
traffic which has caused 
traffic problems. ‘because _ of 
its “‘platooning” pattern. 

The present stretches of one 
lane alternated with two will 
remain and these will be used 
for northbound traffic. 

The fifth highway section, 
totalling 6.8 miles, will stretch 
from Telegraph Road to Ard- 
well Road, finking up with the 
Ardwell Road-Swartz Bay 
stretch which was widened to 
four lanes two years ago. 

This section also will be put 
to ‘tender in about two 
months, For complete widen- 
ing to four lanes. 

Asked if this stretch would 
include the over-pass re- 
quested by Sidney council to 
eliminate hazards for school 
children and cars trying to 
cross the highway at Weiler 


“At the moment the answer 


is ‘no but remember this 
proect is ‘an interim ‘meas- 
ure.” 

Mr. Black said tbe two day- 
labor stretches would be 
started immediately and 
likely would be completed 


before next summer, 

The contract stretches 
probably would be completed 
about the end of next year or 
the spring of 1970. : 

Throughout the construction 
period, traffic will continue to 
use the present highway as 
widening would begin with 
grading then paving of exist- 
ing shoulders.

Q. Is there a spectacular 
meteor shower due within a 
year? If.so, how could one 
best view it? C.B. 


A. According to the Domin- 


ion Astrophysical Observatory, 
there are five spectacular 
“showers” every year. These 
eceur at the same time eacia 
year. Starting from October, 
the showers are: Orionids; 
Oct. 20; Leonids, Nov. 16; 
Geminids, Dec. 13;. Quadran- 
tids, Jan. 3; Perseids, Aug. 11. 
_Each of the showers nameil 
“will produce an hourly teteor 
rate between 25 snd 50, peak- 
ing in some cases to as many 
as 200. Dates given are, in 
each case, the middle date in 
a four-day shower period. The 
naked eye is the best instru- 
ment with which to view a 
shower. Ocular alds—binocu- 
lars, telescopes—are of little 
use since the entire sky must 
be watched.

Outside Inns of charm and in 
this article I would like to 
take the reader for a tour of 
some of them. 

Standing almost to the 
sidewalk, the former Halfway 
House was an imposing struc- 
ture. It did a roaring trade 
when sailors from the dry San 
Francisco area docked their 
ships at the Outer Wharf and 
ran panting into the beverage 

George “Joker” Paton held 
forth here until he left to 
operate the British Public 
Schools Club in April, 1936. 


The new Halfway was built 
in 1941 and is now operated by 
George Laak. The spacious 
Tudor-style pub features a 
live girl who fashions hot beef 
sandwiches on French bread 
inside a gilassed-in rotisserie 
from 11:45 to 10:30 daily. 

An unfeatured attraction at 
the 856 Esquimalt Road loca- 
tion is the ladies’ powder 
room, claimed. to be the 
fanciest in the country.

The proprietor, “Buzz” Wil- 
liams will draw your attention 
to the attractive fieldstone 
fireplace and its giant beer 
steins. 

The scenery along the way 
wil clear your head for our 
final stop, at the Gerge Hotel. 
Follow the Trans-Canada to- 
wards Victoria until you come 
to Burnside Avenue, then turn 
Might down Tillicum across 
the Gorge Bridge. 

A Mrs. Marshall once ran a 
Saloon out of an old house on 
this site.

~ Highway Widening 


Details Announced 


By JOHN MIKA ~* 

Highways Minister Wesley Black Friday after- 
noon released details of a $5 million plan to widen 
Patricia Bay Highway’s existing route by the spring 

- of 1970 with vehement assurances it will only “be 
an interim measure” and not kill intentions to build 


a new turnpike, 

“T want to be 1,000 per cent 
honest with the people we're 
dealing with — that is the 
press and John Q Public,” he 
said. = 

“The key word in 
that it is purely an 
measure. 

“I want to give people the 
assurance that we will con- 
tinue to study a new route and 
this is an interim ~ measure 
only but we have to move 
quickly to meet the congestion 
now.” 

Mr. Black said the widening 


this is 
interim 


program—will which include 
elevated ramps at Quadra and 
West Saanich Road: junctions 
but not at Weiler Road as 
requested by Sidney — should 
relieve pressure on the 
present route “for at least 
five years.” 

He said a completely new 
highway would still be worth 
building even after the new 
investment’ in the existing 
road because traffic volumes, 
are rising about 10 per cent 
annually. 


Wide Division Eventually 


With two roads provided 
eventually, each route could 
be made into a one-way 
artery with the consequent 
loop divided by a wide stretch 
of countryside, he suggested. 

Mr. Black added that he 
“had no choice’ but to order 
the widening instead of the 
new - highway now because 
traffic volumes,have reached 
up to 22,000 vehicles a day on 
stretches of the present road 
a crash-program was 
needed. = 

He said a new route would 
have required at least six 
months just to buy right-of- 
way before construction could 
begin so it was impracticable 
because of the resulting delay. 

Work will begin on some 
parts of the widening within a 
few days but all the work 


likely won't be finished until 
about the spring of 1970. 

The project has been 
divided into five sections with 
some of the design work still 
to be. done. 

The first section involves 
the junction of’ the Trans- 
Canada Highway and Douglas 
up to Carey Road. 

Mr. Black said the depart- 
ment has several plans it is 
considering for “siphoning 
off” some of the Trans- 
Canada traffic before it 
reaches Douglas .and also 
aligning the Pat Bay Highway 
entrance better in relation to 
urban traffic. 

But he said he was not 
ready — and may not be until 
next spring —~to ‘make any 
announcements about the first 
section: 


Day Labor for Inner Stretch 


The second section,.running 

about 1% miles from Carey 
Road to Chesterlea subdivi- 
sion (south of the golf driving 
range on the Pat Bay High- 
way) will be widened to four 
lanes by the highways depart- 
ment itself using day labor. 
.«. The third section, from 
Chesterlea to Viewmont Road 
opposite Royal Oak Cemetery, 
will be put to a tender call for 
bids by contractors “in about 
six to eight weeks”, Mr. 
Black said. 

This 1'g-mile section will be 
widened to four lanes by the 
contractor with two overhead 
ramps to be built to eliminate 
Royal Oak and Quadra feross 
traffic. The first ramp will 
span the highway carrying 
Quadra Street over to the high 
west side of the main road 
where a _ short connecting 
stretch, parallelling the high- 
Way, will be built to West 
Saanich Road. 

The Second ramp will carry 
the highway itself over the 


natural guily formed by West 
Saanich-Royal Oak roads. 

A departmental engineer 
said ramps will take advan- 
tage of the present contours 
so that the sudden rise of 
Quadra before its ‘junction 
with the highway will be 
continued into an over pass 
while highway traffic would 
continue on a horizontal plane 
over West Saanich-Royal Oak 
instead of dipping down into 
the gully. 

Mr. Biack said there. would 
be interconnection provided at 
the ramps so traffic could 
move from the local roads 
onto the highway and back 
but design work has not been 
completed so mo artist 
sketches are available to iMlus- 
trate the plan. 

The fourth highway section 
will be the five-mile stretch 
between Viewmont Road in 
Saanich and Telegraph Road 
in Central Saanich. It also will 
be done by highway depart- 
ment day labor crews. 


Two Southbound Lanes 


This .work will ‘add \one 
complete lane to the existing 
stretches of alternate two and 
three .lanes resulting in two 
continuous southbound lanes 
to handle the city-bound ferry 
traffic --which——has ~—capsed 
traffic problems because of 
its “platooning” pattern. 

The present stretches of one 
lane alternated with two will 
remain and these will be used 
for northbound traffic. 

The. fifth highway section, 
totalling 6.8 miles, will stretch 
from Telegraph Road to Ard- 
well Road, linking up with the 
Ardwell Road-Swartz.) Bay 
stretch which was widened to 
four lanes two years ago. 

This section also will be put 
to tender in about two 
months for complete widen- 
ing to four lanes. 

Asked if this stretch would 
include the over-pass re- 
quested by Sidney council to 
eliminate hazards for school 


children and fears trying to 
cross the highway at Weiler 
Road, Mr. Black said: 


At the moment the answer 


is no but, remember this 
proect is an interim meas- 
ure.” 


Mr. Black said the two day- 


labor stretches would be 
started immediately and 
likely would be completed 


before next summer. 

The contract stretches 
probably would be completed 
about the end of next year or 
the spring of 1970. 

Throughout the construction 
period, traffic will continue. to 
use the present highway as 
widening would ‘begin with 
grading then paving of exist- 
ing shoulders 

Mr. Black 


said some 


temporary slowing down with 
the use of flag-men could 
occur occasionally as the 
work _ proceeds but detouring 
of traffic onto side roads is 
not cantemplated.

The 
naked eye is the best instru- 
ment with which to view a 
shower. Ocular aids—binocu- 
lars, telescopes—are of little 
use since the entire sky must 
be watched.
